Lo the inhabitants a a Town of Hudson, in the 
County of Hillsborough, in said State, ee 
to vote in Town Affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Town, on Tuesday, the Tenth day of March next, at 
ten-thirty of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects : 

Ist. To choose a Town elerk, three selectmen, and all 
other necessary officers, for the year ensuing. 

2nd. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the maintenance of the poor, for the building and 
repairing of bridges, and other necessary charges arising 
in said town for the ensuing year. 

3rd. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for repairs of highways, for the ensuing year. 

4th. ‘To see what sum of money the. town will vote to 
raise for the benefit of the Public Library. 

Sth. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial Day. 

6th. ‘To see what provision the town will vote to make 
in relation to furnishing the town with a hearse for the 
ensuing year. 

7th. To see if the town will vote to observe. “Old 
Home Week” and make appropriation therefor. 

8th. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum of 
One Hundred dollars ($100.) from the heirs of Eli Ham- 
blet to be held as a perpetual fund, the income thereof to 
be used annually, to keep in respectable repair, and condi- 
tion, the family cemetery lot of said deceased situated in 
the Hudson Centre Cemetery. 

9th. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum of 
Two Hundred dollars (%200.) from H. W. Ramsdell Exec- 
utor of the Estate of Susan Bb. Butterick the interest to be 
applied to the Care of the burial lot of her father in said 
town. 
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10th. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the permanent improvement of 
highways in addition to what is now required by law to 
be raised and appropriated for the permanent improvement 
of highways under the provision of an Act entitled, “An 
act to provide for State aid and for the expenditure of 
other public moneys in the permanent improvement of 
main highways throughout the State.” passed by the New 
Hampshire General Court, January Session 1905. 

11th. To see if the town will vote to sell the Town 
House, and Town House lot, in said town, to the School 
District of Hudson, for school purposes—fix terms, and 
conditions for said sale, and choose a committee to convey 
said property after said School District shall have lawfully 
voted to accept said sale, under such terms, and conditions 
as may be so fixed; or take any other action relating thereto. 

12th. To see if the town will instruct the Selectmen 
to appeal to the Railroad Commissioners, to get better ser- 
vice in the town, of the Boston and Northern Street Rail- 
way Co. 

13th. To see if the town will vote to sell the land, 
which the town may have acquired through the non-pay- 
ment of taxes.

School Report 


Your board will not incur the unnecessary expense in 
publishing a lengthy report in addition to the reports of 
the superintendent and music teacher herewith presented. 

The schools maintained, number of weeks furnished, 
names and salaries of teachers, number of pupils in each 
school, ete., are facts at once attainable from the district 
treasurers report and the page of detailed statistics to 
which reference is invited. 

The spring term was without special supervision. In 
April, at a joint meeting of the school boards of Hudson, 
Salem, and Atkinson, the services of a superintendent were 
engaged, half of whose salary was to be paid by the state 
and half by the towns. ‘The apportionment was as fol- 
lows: to Atkinson, three twelfths; to Hudson, four twelfths: 
to Salem, five twelfths. This means that for supervision, 
these towns pay in that order respectively, $150, $200, 
and $250, 

The services of Mr. Wingot the last two terms has been 
exceedingly helpful and a continuance of his service can- 
not fail to bring our schools to a high state of efficiency. 

The loss of the Smith building presents a problem that 
should engage the careful consideration of the district at 
the annual meeting. The providing of a new school build- 
ing, at or near Hudson Centre, to your board seems nec- 
essary. | 

Many are of the opinion that it is expedient to remodel 
the present Town House into a school building. If this 
can be done, with a basement, suitable for present town 
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purposes, no expenditure would seem necessary beyond 
the amount of $2,200.00, received from insurance on the 
Smith building. 

Your attention is respectfully invited to Art. 9, of the 
Town Warrant, and Art. 9, of the School Warrant, relat 
ing to this subject. 

If it should seem inexpedient to remodel the present 
Town House into a school building, a new school building 
should be provided, we believe, at or near Hudson Centre. 

The great benefit that has been extended to the young 
people of the town the past few years, through the agen- 
cies of the Webster and Smith Schools, and the High 
School aid required by law cannot be questioned. Any 
recision from the past commendable position of the town 
in furnishing to its youth the best posssible advantages 
will ultimately, we believe, be deplored.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To the Members of the School Board: 


GENTLEMEN: —TI have the honor to submit to you a 
report upon the schools of your town, which is my first 
report as superintendent of schools. | 

Upon taking up my duties, I found the work of the 
schools much as would be expected in the absence of 
special oversight; unsystematic, indefinate, with a diver- 
sity of text books and a wide variance in the progress of 
the different schools. There had been, I think, a printed 
course of study adopted by the school board some time 
ago, which, almost wholly inapplicable to present condi- 
tions, was consequently a dead letter to the teacher. The 
State “Program of Studies,” an excellent outline, re- 
mained inactive through lack of intelligent application 
by some responsible head. I began right here, and after 
getting acquainted with the work and conditions of the 
school, outlined somewhat tentively a definite course of 
study applicable to these conditions, and then looked to 
it that the teachers applied and followed it. By this 
means, a definite requirement was set for all teachers to 
meet, and the progress of graded and ungraded schools 
alike made regular, systematic and will, in time, become 
uniform. This work is but begun. One person cannot 
make a course of study perfect in every detail. During 
the spring I shall hold teachers’ meetings where the 
work and plans may be discussed, and the present course 
of study revised, as may be needed for better work next 
year. As a further effort to secure uniformity, the work 
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of each month is outlined in advance and each teacher re- 
ports at the end of the month what she has accomplished. 
In this way the weak spots are found and_ strengthened, 
and the school board may be kept informed once a month 
of the work and progress of each school in each study. 

Examinations are given twice a year by the superinten- 
dent to test the work of the children, and to see how 
nearly it measures up to that outlned in the course of 
study. The results of the only examination that has so 
far been given, were fairly satisfactory. 

Handwriting is so important a branch of the curriculum 
and so commonly misjudged by the parents that I feel it 
necessary to state what is being accomplished along this 
line. At ten years of age, the average child knows well 
enough how to shape the letters of the alphabet and it is 
unprofitable thereafter, at stated periods each day, to keep 
him “drawing” more and more nearly perfect copies in his 
writing book as an exhibition of his penmanship. It is 
just here that appearances are so deceptive and mislead- 
ing. Any child can make a fine showing. To judge intel- 
ligently how proficient the child really is in penmanship, 
you should see the work actually performed. Is it execut- 
ed rapidly and in such a way as not to tire the hand? If 
not, however perfect it may be in appearance, it is nothing 
more or less than a “drawing” and has no claim to be con- 
sidered handwriting. The so called muscular movement, 
taught in all business schools, but never insisted upon in 
the publ schools, with its easy and rapid execution, is 
the goal we are striving to reach here. The immediate 
effect is to convert what were good “artists” into wretched 
penmen but the final results will fully justify the course 
that has been taken. 

The loss by fire of the Smith School at the “Centre” 
presents a perplexing problem which, we trust, will be 
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solved at the coming school meeting in such a manner as 
to deal justly with all concerned. 

Such relief measures as were taken after the fire, could 
not fail to set the children back in their work and _ retard 
their progress for the rest of the year. The Webster 
School became crowded far beyond the point of its highest 
efficiency and in one room, it seemed almost impossible to 
get along at all. A teacher with nearly fifty scholars can 
not do good work. 

Some of the children must walk or be conveyed over a 
considerable distance before they reach the car line. The 
cars run at inconvenient times making it necessary for 
them to spend a considerable part of the day on the road. 
All things considered, the present arrangement cannot be 
deemed permanent if equal school priveleges are to be 
secured for the children both at'the “Centre” and at the 
“Bridge.” 

We lost, during the summer vacation, Miss Hazel San- 
- ders and Miss Helen Center, in whose places were secured 
respectively Miss Ruby Sanders and Miss Edith C. Nason. 
The remainder of the teaching force remained intact. It 
seems appropriate, considering the added burdens that has 
been put upon the teachers this year, to pay high tribute 
to the conscientious, painstaking, nerve-raking work that 
these women do day in and day out. 

In general the same criticism may be made of the 
school work here as anywhere; we study words, memor- 
ize words, and do not learn things; we contine children 
in school rooms too early in life: we do not train enough 
legs, eyes, ears and arms; we develop imperfectly or not 
at all, common sense, judgment, power of observation and 
clear thinking; we try to run all children into one 
mould; we separate education from life. However, crit- 
icism is easy. ‘To plan sure methods of improvement and 
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changes that will certainly bring better results in educa- 
tion is difficult. The way has been to some extent, blazed 
for us. Many cities and towns get excellent results 
along these lines; nature study, handwork, manual train- 
ing, elementary agriculture. To develop the whole child, 
to train all his faculties to the end that he may become 
perfectly at home in the world in which he _ lives, should 
be our purpose and our duty.

As we have two or more grades in each room in our 


e 
schools, the following arrangement of the music course 
has been made. All the children in the room are in one 
class in music, and the work during the first part of the 
school year is designed to help the pupils in the lower 
grade in each room get well started in work which to them 
is new, and at the same time give a thorough review to 
those whom the year previous have gone over the same 
ground. The latter part of the year something more 
adapted to the needs of the more advanced pupils who 
expect promotion is taken up. This idea is carried out 
from the first to the ninth grade, and we try to give each 
its share of attention. 

We-have been fortunate during: the past year in having 
for the most part, teachers who understood how to take up 
the work laid out by the director in a satisfactory manner, 
and in several classes unusually good results were attained. 

As several persons have spoken to me about the mat- 
ter, I wish to say in regard to the use of a piano in the 
school room, that while making the music much more en- 
joyable and interesting, the aid of an instrument is by no 
means necessary to make this work a success. I may 
say also, that unless used with some discretion the piano 
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frequently does more harm than good. When used con- 
stantly during the practice periods it destroys the confi- 
dence of a class in their ability to sing without it, and 
they become so dependent upon it that they refuse to at- 
tempt to sing without its help. 

This is a state of affairs much to be deplored, and it is 
quite unnecessary that such conditions should exist in 
any class where the teacher frequently requires the pupils 
under her direction to sing exercises and songs without 
assistance. Every teacher should do this, in order to 
teach her class self-reliance and independence. 

After the destruction of the Smith School building in 
December, music readers were lacking to fully supply the 
needs in two classes at the Webster School after the pu- 
puls from the Smith School were sent there. 

While waiting for books, the time has been profitably 
spent in review work, and we hope all are prepared for 
steady progress during the Spring term. 

In closing I wish to express my grateful appreciation 
to the superintendent, the school board, and all who have 
co-operated with me in this work during the past year.
